} SUBSTITUTING WHITE COAL 

FOR BLACK. 

' The present coal shortage makes particularly 
gratifying the news from Washington that the 
water power commission has started work under 
the provisions of the new federal] law which is to 
open up the country’s vast water power resources 
to private development. Regulations for administer- 
‘ing the law are being drafted, and the commission, 
made up of the secretaries of war, agriculture, and 
interior, will begin hearings early in August. 

It has been roughly estimated that there is a 
total of 60,000,000 horsepower now in use in this 
country. Of this total approximately 10,000,000 
horsepower is derived from the flow of waters. The 
other 40,000,000 horsepower is generated from coal 
and oi] fuel. The best estimate of the potential 
horsepower open to development under the new 
law ts 50,000,000. Other estimates go as high as 

Taking the lower figure, it will be readily seen 
that a vast saving in coal will be made possible by 
development of water power. There is a limit to the 
distance ovér which hydro-electric power can be 
profitably transmitted, and the sources of such 

power frequently are far distant from a market, 
put by cobperation with stearn power and the link. 
hg of power sources in great systems, engineers 
Beclare much of the potential water power can 
profitably be developed. 

In any event the districts served by hydro-elee 
tric power will have little use for coal or oil gen- 
é@rated power. Factories, railroads and domestic 
machinery can be run without fuel. Cars will be 
released for use where water power is not availabie 
Such coa) shortages as the present will be reduced 
to4 minimum.

NATIONAL FINANCES. 
More than a billion dollars was cut from the 
gross public debt in the fiscal year ending June 30, 
according to an announcement made by Secretary 
Houston of the treasury department, which was 
published on, Monday. According to the same 
statement, theannual operations of the govern- 


| ment showed a surplus of $291,221,547, but most of 


that surplus was due to a partial liquidation of the 
assets of the' war finance corporation. Exclusive 
of the especial income from that source, there was 
@ deficit of $71,879,072. 

The sea of governmental finance is deep and 
troubled, and the layman who essays to navigate 
it is in grave danger of having his boat swamped. 
The figures quoted above may not mean what they 
seem to mean, but in view of the official figures on 
tax receipts for the same year, which followed the 
secretary’s report into print on Tuesday, a compari- 
son is interesting, even though inexpert. 

The tax receipt figures show collections for the 
year $300,000,000 in excess of all estimates, congres- 
sional and official. 

If there was a deficit of $71,879,072 between tax 
receipte and regular governmental operations ex- 


000 above estimated revenues, it appears to the lay- 
man that the reduction of more than one billion 
doliars in the gross public debt does not prove any 


government’s finances. 

The impression from the official figures is that 
the true conditions are so hidden in a maze of tech- 
nica] terms and accounting that they mean noth- 
ing to the ordinary citizen. Yet the ordinary citl- 
zen is the one who pays the taxes. It would seem 
within the bounds of reason that the treasury 
department be asked to make a statement so 
untechnical and clear that any one who is able to 
make change would be able to understand it.

In this case Australia is 
that party. The principle underlying the Monroe doo 
trine exi long before Monroe lived. Territories 
y developed for self-government should 
prima facie be associated with and controlled by the 
nearest country which has a stable government. ” 

While that is not ali there is to our Monroe doctrine, 
the principle of that doctrine justifies Australia in

The only states in now are West 
Idaho, Nevada, Arizona, New Mexico, 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, Mississip- 
pi, Alabama, Georgia, and Florida—i7. 
Twenty-six cities in these seventeen 
states were in the area. In only eight 
states—Iowa, South Dakota, Wyoming, 
Idaho, Arizona, New Mexico, Nevada, 
and Oklahoma—were there no cities hav- 
ing officially recognized registration. 

Nineteen hundred and eighteen was a 
bad year from the health standpoint. 
The death rate was 18 to the 1,000, 
and no other year since 1890 has been 
so high. In contemplating the fearful 
effects of the influenza epidemic we 
overlook the fact that the normal death 
rate in 1890 and in the years prior there- 
to was higher than that of 1918. : 

In 1918 the health of the country waa 
good until influenza struck us in Sep- 
tember. Typhoid fever, measles, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, cancer, apoplexy, heart 
disease, diarrhea in babies, and Bright's 
disease were al! tess deadly in 1918 
than in 1917. The only rates wiich 
were higher that year were those of 
whooping cough and tuberculosis, which 
were slightly in excess of the rate of 


the previous year, and the pneumonia- 
influenzo-bronchitis rate, which was dou- 
ble that of the previous year, or any 
other year of the preceding tweyty, 

The states suffering most were Mary- 
land with a rate of 24.3, Pennsylvania 


and New Hampshire each having a death - 


rate of 21.5, and Connecticut with a 
rate of 21.3. The order after these were 
New Jersey, Massachi@jtts, Virginia, 


Rhode Island, Vermont, Montana; Maine, 
New York, California, Ohio, Colorado, 
Louisiana, Michigan, North Carolina, 
Illinois, Indiana, Tennessee, Missouri, 
Kansas, Utah, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Or 
egon, Washington. 


The disease was mest virulent in the 
east and gradually became less so, as 
a rule, as it traveled westward.

I watched one the other 
evening spin his web from beginning 
to end; it took him one hour and ten 
minutes, but it was a fine piece of 
work when completed; all the king’s 
horses and all the king’s men could 
not make one like it. 


This particular spider did not iaks 
wait for something to come along and 
catch itself in the web, but gave the 
whole thing:’a violent shake whenever 


it; thus he often 


got prey that would otherwise escape.

posed of as soon as possible. The old 
ewes are worthless for breeding pur- 
poses and they consume enormous 
quantities of grass and gain few 


pounds. 


No definite age marks the end of 
the breeding ewe's usefulness, but with 
the mutton breeds flock masters usu- 
ally plan to cull them out when they 
aré about 5 years old. This is not an 
infallible rule. Experienced breeders 
are guided by the condition of the 
ewe's teeth, rather than the age. Often 
the ones that give the most milk and 
raise the best lambs are thin in July 
and August. Poor milkers usually pro- 
duce poor lambs, and should be dis- 
carded along with nonbreeders and ones 


with light fleeces. 


Lambs to be kept for breeding pur- 
Poses should be weaned when they are 
about 4 or 5 months old. The ewes 
can then be put in better condition for 
fall breeding. After the lambs have 
been removed the ewes should be kept 
on a short grass pasture to check the 
milk flow. It is best to allow the lambs 
to remain in the old pasture for the 


first week after weaning.

RAILROAD NOTES 


gpproval-of three new to railroads 
aggregating $18,915,000 was announced yes- 
terday by_ the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. : 

A loan of $17,910,000 to the Great North- 
ern was approved to enable the road to pur- 
chase additional locomotives, steel ore cars, 
freight cars, and other additions. 

The Central of Georgia was loaned $815.- 
000 for additional equipment, and the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic Railway com- 
pany $200,000 to aid in meeting a maturity 
of $475,000 due July 19. 

The interstate commerce commission has 
ruled that jurisdiction over interstate rates, 
cte., of carriers which were under federal 
control when it terminated on March 1, 
passed to the authorities of the respective 
states with the limitation that such rates, 
ete., should not be reduced prior to Sept. 
1, 1920, without the approval of the com- 
mission. 


Attorneys for live stock shippers’ organiza- 
tions have requested the interstate commerce 
commission to call a conference of repre- 


sentatives of thé commission, railroads and Des 
live stock organizations to agree upon some, 


equitable plan for applying the expected 
freight rate increase to live stock shipments.
